Although true rep¬ 
resentation is indeed in a minor¬ 
ity, it is gratifying to know that 

> all members of our city govern- 

• ing body do not feed the political 
kitty with their votes. 

Even our most fair minded 
citizens thought the original fig¬ 
ure set at $100,000 for Cayuga 
was unreasonable. Everyone felt 
the Council was not looking aft¬ 
er the interest of the people in 
a proper manner when a second 
appropriation was whittled down 
to $60,000. We feel the final fig¬ 
ure of $16,897 is the crowning 
insult to each and every taxpay¬ 
er in the city of Granite City. 

While the difference between 
the original request for $100,000 
and the final appropriation of 
$16,897 is considerably less, we 
feel the majority of our aider- 
men could have voted more 
wisely on the expenditure of our 
sales tax monies. This is revenue 
from the city to be used at the 
discretion of our councilmen. In 
voting for this measure, it has 
proved to be their indiscretion. 

Under a priority system of 
street improvement, Cayuga 
would be at the bottom of the 
list. This disregard for the opin¬ 
ion of the people can only be 
classified as catering to a per¬ 
sona] and selfish whim.—At the 
taxpayer’s expense. Such unfair 
use of our city’s sales tax money 
should be remembered when 
they solicit our votes in next 
year’s election.

Reduction In Levy, Made Possible By 
Sales Taxes, Boon To Property Owners 

The $114,000 tax' levy reduction proposed by 
Granite City aldermen represents a drop of nearly 
11 V» in the $1,048,771 levy of a year ago. This is a 
major change and is worthy of commendation. 

It may be noted that the major item in decreasing 
the city budget from $1,643,819 to $1,458,447 was 
completion of the new fire station. The means of 
achieving a decrease in the new property tax levy is 
utilization of the one-half cent city sales tax, used 
previously to finance the fire station. 

While growth of the city has gradually brought 
about the need for more funds for municipal services, 
additional funds have been forthcoming from two 
sources — the sales ta^ adopted four years ago and 
more recent increases in assessed valuation, which pro¬ 
vides the base for levying of property taxes. 

The current Granite City assessment of $142,000,- 
000 compares with $99,000,000 three years ago. Thus, 
the same tax rate will produce 42% more money than 
in 1957. The sales tax also has been a large factor, 
producing over $750,000 for the city treasury of Gran¬ 
ite City in four and a quarter years. 

While these facts are pertinent to a study of the 
new tax levy, the major de ase nevertheless should 
prove helpful to local taxpayers. Some other decision 
for use of the sales tax could have been made, but this 
would have had the effect of continuing the levy at 
more than $1,000,000, since basic spending has sur¬ 
passed that level. 

Property owners will benefit from the city coun¬ 
cil’s decision. Wherever possible, it would be good to 
see other taxing bodies follow a similar course this 
summer. 

State Commission Favors Fuller Use 
Of Six Tax-Supported Universities 

Educational costs inexorably are moving the na¬ 
tion toward fuller use of school buildings, it is generally 
agreed by both proponents and opponents of year- 
round utilization of schools. In some districts, this has 
resulted in the quarter plan, under which students' 
three-month vacations are taken on a staggered basis 
in all four seasons, instead of only the summer. 

Now, the Illinois Commission on Higher Education 
has taken a stand on utilization of the six tax-sup¬ 
ported universities in this state. The goup recommends 
that the six be operated 48 weeks out of the year and 
for 60 hours each week. 

The commission says that the longer hours and 
longer academic year are necessary to make fuller use 
of existing campus facilities. It recommends that stu¬ 
dents continue to take vacations, but not necessarily 
during the summer. 

The potentialities of the year-round plan, dis¬ 
cussed in this area for some time, are great in terms 
of more adequate yearly pay for faculty members who 
are beads of families, enriched educational programs 
for tjiose who seek it, greater value received from tax 
dollars invested in construction projects, vacations in 
new seasons of the year for teachers, students and 
families, reduced over-all school costs and a sounder 
approach to the big and important business of edu¬ 
cating children. 

The’ state commission shows far-sightedness in 
outlining its recommendations for use of Illinois' in¬ 
stitutions of learning. The people, in the long run, foot 
the bill for education. They must be satisfied that their 
funds are being used effectively, or they will balk 
when new school spending is proposed. 


Problems Of Fringe Areas 
Require Thought, Planning 

Discussions currently being held in Nameoki town¬ 
ship and In the Mitchell area reflect the problems 
encountered fn unincorporated fringe sectibns of rapid¬ 
ly growing population centers. 

At Mitchell, a service club is circulating petitions 
in the hope of obtaining two utility services, natural 
gas and water. Topics before the Nameoki town board 
include construction of a building to house town¬ 
ship offices and road equipment, and ways to elimin¬ 
ate storm water drainage problems at Pontoon Beach. 

Aware of the problems both inside and Outside 
the city limits, the city is including fringe areas in its 
current study of drainage needs. It is felt J/iat such in¬ 
formation will be important, since the municipality 
is growing outward and will inherit any existing con¬ 
ditions. 

While thought is being given to outlying sections, 
as evidenced by the drainage survey, the problems and 
needs of such areas are numerous. The day is not far 
away when, consideration will have to be given to 
extending municipal boundaries and services much 
farther than at present. 

Proposed Program Might Encourage 
More People To Contribute Blood 

A meeting called for tomorrow evening at the 
Labor Temple will provide information on a blood pro¬ 
gram proposed by the AFL-CIO Community Services, 
and will enable advantages or disadvantages of the 
plan to be aired. Questions from the audience will be 
answered after the topic is explained. 

The proposal would place greater emphasis on the 
need for contributing blood. This would be done by 
offering all blood needed by the members of an or¬ 
ganization and their families, as long as one-fourth of 
the member) give a pint of blood each year. In¬ 
dividuals also could gain similar protection for them¬ 
selves and their families by participating when blood- 
mobile vehicles are in this community. 

The advantage would be that many persons would 
begin giving blood during years when they are in 
good health and can give with no thought of harm. 
Many such potential donors do not now give blood. 
This would offset the lack of blood contributions from 
those who for various reasons cannot give it. ^t the 
same time, it could solve the problem of many families 
which find themselves in need of large amounts of 
blood due to unusual illnesses. 

The proposal raises interesting possibilities and 
will merit serious consideration at the public meeting. 
Local families and organizations might find It well 
worth their time to attend and listen to the discussion.
